Because of the failure to borrow 
money due, he said, to the action of 
the city administration, Blair declared 
that the purchase of cars, equipment, 
and construction work had been retard-| 
ed and hindered,

TOM WATSON SEEING

Senator Watson of Georgia has charged that in 
our army in France “a private soldier frequently 
was shot by his officers because of some complaint 
against officers’ insolence and that they had gal- 
lows upon which men were hanged day after day 
without court martial or any other form of trial.”

It may well be believed that the disclosures of 
conditions suffered by immigrants made by THE

The council finance committee is deserving of 
support on its proposal for a complete audit of the 
city controller’s books. Chairman Richert is justi- 
fied in his protest against committee approval of a 
“superficial audit” conducted each year by the 
same private concern.

[Wallace's Farmer.] 
The farmers are coming on. They are getting 
stronger in national councils—so strong that they 


must be reckoned with. If this were not so, gentle- 
men in variows parts of the country would not be 


wearing out typewriters denouncing the activities of 
farm organizations. Old line grain dealers would not 
be raising a fund of a quarter of a million dollars to 
defeat the United States grain growers. Eastern news- 
papers and old line politicians would not so vigorously 
condemn the so-called agrarian bloc in congress. At- 
tacks of this sort indicate progress by the farmer. 

Events of recent weeks show that the agricultural 
group in the senate has attained an important place 
in legislative doings. They compelied a reconsidera- 
tiom of the taxation plan. They are evidently being 
consulted more by the old senate leaders. -Conse- 
quently, many of those publications which speak for 
what we have come to know as big business are sin- 
cere in their denunciation of some of the leaders of 
the agricultural group. They denounce what they 
call class legislation. 


facturing and labor and financial interests have not 
worked zealously for their respective groups from the 
beginning of time! As if the railroad, and mining, 
and coal interests have not always demanded of their 
senators and representatives that they stand as a 
unit when those interests were involved!

Europe did not borrow money from us, 
nor buy raw materials to make up into 
productive goods that she sold to her 
customers and got the money or its. 
equivalent, as is usual in business. But 
she bought war material and burned it 
up on the battle fields of Europe “ for de- 
mocracy,” the “ brotherhood of man,” 
and the “destruction of monarchistic 
domination.”” In the investment of this 
capital we shared in dividends declared. 
Again, if we had a just cause for enter- 
ing the war for democracy and the broth- 
erhood of men in the spring of 1917, we 
were in duty bound to have done so in 
1916, or one year earlier, because the 
provocative reasons that caused the 
promulgation of the declaration of war 
in 1917 were based on causes that ex- 
isted in the spring of 1916. Then we 
entered the war one year late and es- 
caped the losses of 1916, which all rec- 
ognize would have been far heavier for 
our forces than they were in 1917 
and 1918, even though our advent un- 
doubtedly would have brought the armi- 
stice at an earlier date. If the above 
premises are correct, and history seems 
to verify them, then our contribution, 
the aforesaid “ European war debt to the 
United States,’”’ is a mighty good bar- 
gain. Europe held the line for us and 
fought our fights and is entitled to com- 
pensation—not as a gift or remission— 
but in equity and fair play.

Says Lewis “Passes the Buck.” 

Farrington last night sent a tele- 
gram to John L. Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
indirectly accysing Lewis of “ passing 
the buck” in connection with instruc- 
tions issued Tuesday night as to: the 
sourse to be followed by district and 
jocal uyion officers. 

The telegram calls attention to United 
Mine Workers’ bylaws providing that 
a strike shall be called only upon au- 
thority of officers of the international 
union. It requests definite informa- 
tion as to whether it is “‘ the intention 
ef our superior officers that we call 
a strike” in Illinois if operators heed 
Judge Anderson’s injunction. 

Mr. Farrington also telegraphed 
each local union in this district warn- 
ing that, inasmuch as operators of the! 
State have not yet refused to collect ! 
union dues and assessments as required 
by the state agreement, any suspen- 
sion of work would be “ premature ani 
ill advised.” 

Apparently Conflicting Decisions. 

The Illinois Operators’ association, 
through notice dispatched by Presi- 
dent Rice Miller, advised its members 
that the organization’s policy in con- 
nection with the injunction issued Mon- 
Gay by Federal Judge Anderson of Ir- 
dianapolis would not be determined 
until Thursday, when the members are 
to meet at the Auditorium hotel.

“FARM AND

MAKE LAYERS PAY WINTER’S 
FRED BILL. 


Corn makes a good feed for chickens 
in winter and especially this season 
when it is so low priced, but care must 
be taken not to neglect preperly bal- 
ancing the rations. 

The city poultry keeper is warned 
against using corn as an exclusive feed 
for laying hens. This does not mean, 
however, that corn cannot be fed profit- 
ably in the winter. In fact, corn is 
an ideal feed to give chickens in cold 
weather because of its heat producing 
qualities, but it must be mixed witn 
other feeds. 

Keep plenty of corn on hand this 
winter, but be sure that plenty of green 
food and protejns are given along with 
it. Layers need a good ration of corn 
in winter, but if it is fed alone hens 
often get too fat and it tends to cut 
down the production of eggs.
